The Journal Ojpcitl publishes the fol- 


lowing proclamation from the Emperor to 
the people of France : 


FKEXCDMES—There are in tho life of 


prople solemn momenta, when the nation-' 
a! honor, violently excited, presses itself 
irresistibly; rises above all other interests 
and applies itself with the single purpose 
of directing the destinies of the nation. 
Oae of thsee decisive hours has. now ar- 
rived for France. Prussia, to whom we 
have given evidence during and since the 
war of 1866 of the most conciliatory dis- 
position, has held oar good will of no ac- 
count and has returned our forbearance by 
encroachments. She has aroused distrust 
in all quarters, necessitating exaggerated 
armaments &nd has made of Europe a 
camp where reigns distrust and fear ot the 
morrow. A final incident has disclosed 
the instability of the international under- 
standing, and shows the gravity of the sit- 
uation. In tho presence of the new pre- 
tensions Prussia was made to understand 
our claims. They ircro evaded and fol- 
lowed with contemptuous treatment. 'Our 
country manifested profound displeasure 
at this action, and quickly the war cry re- 
dounded from one end of Franco to the 
other. There remain? for ua nothing but 
to confide par destinies to the chance of 
arms. 


We do not make war upon Germany, 


whose independence we respect. 
We 


pledge ourselves that the people compos- 
ing the great Germanic nationality shall 
du^oM freely of their destinies. As for 
u*, wo demand the establishment of a *>tatc 
ot" thing* guaranteeing cur security and 
usvrlng the future. We wish to conquer 
a durable peace based on the true interest* 
of the people, and assist in abolishing that 
precarious condition of things when nil 
nations are forced to employ their resour- 
ce* in arming against each other. The 
glorious flag of France which is once more 
unfurled to the face of our challenger, 19 
tb* same which has borne over Europe the 
civilizing idea* of our great revolution. It 
represents the same principles. It will in- 
spire the same devotion. 


Frenchmen! I go to place myself at the 


bead of that valiant army whi ch is ani- 
mated by true love of country and devo- 
tion to duty. The army knows ita worth 
for it has teen victors- follow its footsteps 
in the fo«J quarters of the globe. I take 
with mo aiy son, despite nis tender vears 
He knows the duties his name imposes on 
him, and he is proud to bear his part in 
th* danger* of those who fight for our 
country.
